Thus you ſee Juſtification muſi be by 
ſome Law of Gracezand indecd Proteſtants 
ſeem agreed, it is a Juridical Act. Now 
what Law of Grace is it ? what names is 
it to be called by ? you may call it the Pro- 
miſe, the Covenant; the Law of Grace, the 
Law of Faith, the Goſpel; by theſe names 
it is called in Scripture. | The tenour of it 
1s this, He that turnerth ſhall live; He that 
believeth ſhall be ſaved ;. He that accepteth 
Chritt in the Goſpel-way, on the Goſpel- 
terms, ſhall have the benefit of this Propi- 
tiation to his Juſtihcation and Salvation, 
though never 1o great a Sinner, This'is 
the Goſpel, the Law of Faith, the Law or 
Covenant of Grace founded in the blood of 
Chriſt, Theſe Promiſes are Yea and Amen 
in Chriſt; are the Covenant contirmed of 
God in Chriſt, as the Apolile calls them.

Andby this all were/juſiified and (aved,that 
ever were ſfavcd: by. :the. Blood of Chriſ;

And 
again, it is apparent they did not beheve 
ally ſuch thing as his death, and paying a 
price of blood : Nay, they were fo far from 
belmwving he ſhould to dic, that they rather 
belicved that he ſhould not ſo dice, When. 
H 4 ever 
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ever he ſpake any thing of his death, it is 
ſaid, They wnderſtnod none of theſe- things , 
Mat. 16. 23. Mark, 9.31, 32. Luk 9, 44,45. 
L1k, 18. 34. and,Far be it from thee; and 
when dead they thought it unlikely that he 
ſhould be a Redeemer. We truſted this was 
he that ſhould have redeemed Iſracl, They 
looked on: him as the promiſed Meſgab, but 
thought he was tobe {ome great Temporal 
D-liverer, and his Redemption ſhould be 
with power, and not with price, How 
then could they be {aved if they had then 
died ? I an{wer, That they, as others hefore 
them, believed God would pardon Sinners 
upon-their Repentance, and returning fron 
fin unto God 5 but tor whole ſake or merit 
they knew not, 

I do not here deny but ſome before them 
might and did know ſomething of Chriſt's 
Dcath and Propitiation;z and I do not deny, 
it was their fault they knew no more, and 
underſtood no more the Types and Prophe- 
fics of him; But all that I contend for is 


this, that it was not a neceſſary condition of

To conclude, This is the Gofpel-condi- 
tion: God ſaith to usas Solomon to Adonijab

deſerves to de, but if be will ſhew himſelf 4 
worthy man, not a hair of his bead ſhall f-ll - 
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the ground , but, if iniquity be found in him, 


(if he will be falſe and treacherous to me 
and my Government), he ſhall die, It is 
ſeemingly too high an Alluſion, but the new 
Teſtament otten uſeth the word worthy, for 
carrying in our weak meaſure ſuitably, I 
mean however no more but this, Be but 
Chriſtians in good earneſt, believe the truth 
of the Goſpel ſtedfaitly, in ſuch a degree 
as to venture all upon it; and love Gndl and 
Chriſt heartily, and lerve them according 
to your weak ſhattercd ability faithtully, {o 
that it ſhall be the rcal griet 'of your Soul, 
when you fall ſhort 3 and this ſhall ſerve 
your turn, So the terms are the whole of 
Chriſtianity, the whole duty of Man, {o 
far as integrity & f{incerity. What doth Sv-" 
bmon mean when he ſaith, Fear God and keep 
bis Commandments, for this is the while duty 
of man, but the whole condition of Happi- 
neſs? Doth he ſet us on any thing not re- 
quired under the Goſpel?

obedience : therefore he never ſpeaketh _ 
dire&ly of excluding theſe from merit, 


chough by conſequence and by the parity 
of reaſon they are excluded.

m zand chought them needleſs as condi-

Certain of the ſe& of the Phariſees which be. 
lieved, ſaid, that it was needful to circum- 
Ciſe th: Gentiles, and to: command them v0

"all that were juſtified before Abrabam, 
were juſtified by this law of grace made 
in the hlood. of Chrift : but Abrabaws 
was the firſt that received from God 
this viſible ſeale co confirm ic to the 
world.

By the faith of Abrabam is not here to 
be underftood that 'perſonal individual 
faith which he had ; but a faith of that 
ſore or kind which he had,even in ſuch 
a ſence as that faith which dwelc firſtin 
his Grandmother Lozs and Mother Exu- 
nice, is ſaidto dwell in Timethy, go wit, 
not che ſame individual a& or habir, buc 
a faith of the ſame ſort or ſpecies, i. c. 
faith unfeigned, as he explains it, 2 Tim. 
1.5. andſo theſe words the faith of Abra- 
bam, verſe 16, of this Chapter, muſt 
neceflarily be underſtood to this 
lence. 

Again, Circumcifion is not ſaid by the 
Apoſtle co be « fign or ſeale of his faith, 
or any ones elſe; no, that is a miftake, 
(though I know in another ſence circum- 
cition was, and baptiſm and the Lords 
ſupper are, a ſealeor ſeals of mens faith 
er reſtipulacion, vis. as they are mens 
ſeals. We receiving them, ingage and 
profeſs we do reftipulate, and oblige our 
ſelves co perform Gich che condition,and 
ſeale it by receiving the elements: we 
ſo ſeale, as hereby co oblige gur (elves, 

and 
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and to be guilty of falſehood in the ca- 
venant if we do.not perform. Yea, he 
that is baptized while an infant, is a 
debtourto the Goſpel, as well as he that 
was circumciſed when an infant was a 
debtonr to the law. Bur this is not 
meant here ; for this definicion fpeaketh 
, only of circumciſion as Gods ſeal, and 
God doth nor (eale chat any man believ- 
eth reſtipulateth; heſealeth only whacr 
he ſaith and cteftifiech, to wit, his own 
part of the covenant. He no where te- 
ſtifieth thac chis or that man believeth, 
but that if he doyhe ſhall be ſaved. I ſay, 
it 1s not (aid to be a ſeale of his Faith, 
bart of the righteouſneſs of bis faith, of that 
faith which he had, being wucircumciſed, of 
ſuch a kind of faith, Thar is, it is a (ign 
or ſeale of juſtification upon condition of 
believing as he did while uncircumcifed; 
It is a feale of the eruth of chis covenanc 
or promiſe, and of Gods faithfulneſs in 
ſtandingto it : he that believerh with 
ſuch a kind of working faith, ſhall be ju- 
ſtitied and ſaved; or to ſpeak more pro- 
perly, hethat believeth and obeyeth as 
Abraham did. 

It was indeed a ſeale of the righteouſ- 
neſs'of Avrabgms faith ((bjeQively and 
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individually taken ) bur not as his faith: 
Elſe it would feate righteouſneſs and ju- 
ſtification to none elſe, upon ſuch a faith 
as his. Though ic did feale his jaftifica- 
tion, he having that ſort of faich che ge- 
neral promiſe was made toy yet it did nor 
ſeale his juſtification primarily, but only 
conſequentially, viz. by ſealing the ge- 
neral promiſe. Ic did not feale juſtifica- 
__ tjonto his faith as his ; bur ascrue, un- 
feigned, or faith of ſuch a fort, ſuch an 


operative obedientiall one as the pro» 


miſe was made to which was ſealed. Ic 
«ould have ſealed that thing ic did ſeal 


| (that promiſe be that ſo believeth ſhall be 


ſaved, he thar believeth with ſuch a kind 
of taich as 1s deſcribed by being called 
the faith which Abrabam had being un- 
circumciſed) whether Abrabam had be- 
lieved oc no : For that he believed, was 
as we uſe to ſay contingent or accidental 
to the thing ſealed, I know ſome Ana- 
baprifts, co elude argumencs drawn from 
hence, would have it a ſeal ofthe righte- 
onfneſs of Abrabams faith only; and tharx 
it was ſo to none'elſe;'interpreting it to 
this ſence, to wit, that it was given as a 
reward to him a greac and ſfignall believ- 
er, and others gere cirourgciſed upon o- 
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ther accounts. Bur if this was the mean- 
ing, we mighc as well call every greac 
bleſſing (which he had as a reward of his 
faith, as having children in his old age, 


deliverance from dangers and difficut- 


tics, and conquering enemies, whick 
were given to him as rewards of his faich, 
and tokens of Gods love) a ſeal of the 


"righteouſneſs of his faith, and a fign or 


token of che covenant, as this is called, 
Gen. 17.11. and asthe rainbow is calleds 
ſign or token of another covenant, 
Gen. 9. $. | | 

Now if circumcifion was not a ſeal of 
Abrabams faith at all, nor a ſeal of the 


righteouſneſs of Abrahams faich as his, 


(as hath been and might further be made 
apparent) but of the righteouſneſs of 
ſuch a kind of faich as his was; then 1c 
evidently and effentially follows, thac 
it wasa (cal or confirming fign of this 
dodrine, covenant or promiſe made to 
the whole world, that whoſoever of faln 
man ſhould believe God as Abraham did, 
fhould be righteous, created by God as 
righteous, be juſtified, pardoned, rewar- 
ded, bleſſed (theſe words are promiſcu- 
ouſly uſed) whether he be circum- 


- Ciſed or not 3, and ſo the Apoſtle (ith in

the latter paxt of the verſe, that righte- 
ouſneſs might be*tmputed to them alſo thar 
believe, though not circumciſed. For 
that he.be circumciſed is: fo alien from 
the promiſe, as co be no part of the con- 
dition : For elſe circumcifion had ſealed 
af untruch, if a- man that ſhould per- 
form the condition ſhould not be juitiſt- 
ed though he 'be'uncircumcifed.: - 
And indeed, fince'Baptiſm is a ſes] of 
the ſame, viz:of juftificacion'or remiſſion 
of fins upon repentanre, and bringeth 
forth fruits meet end ſutable, as 15 ſaid of 
Fobns Baptiſm (and ſure you will granc 
the faith required in thofe days was in- 
cluded in the word repent ance) And the 
Lords Supper isa ſeale of the fame new 
Covenant made in Chrifts blood :' called 
alſothe Goſpell which che Apoſtles were 
ſent co preach. And the Apoſtle Peut 
ſaith be hath made us able Miniſters of the 
#ew covenant, 2 Cor.3.6,and we ſee what 
thac Covenant is, Rom. 10.6, 8.The word 
of faith which we (that is, he and other 
Apoſtles) preacb: the law of faith js this, 
If thou belteve thou ſhalt be ſaved. Since, 
I ſay, this is the renour of that which 
baptiſm"and the Lords Supper ſeal, if 
men believe and obey the Goſpel they ſhall be 


ſaved, 
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ſaved, it doth demonſtrably alſo follow, 
chat if a nap did perform the Goſpel» 
condition, Me condicion of that Cove- 


nant whereof baptiſme is a ſeale , he 


would be juſtified and ſaved whether he 
were baptized or no, received the Lords 
Supper or not, (as our Divines ule ra 
proveagainſt the Papiſts) elſe they did 
ſeal an untruth, And ſurely none will 
deny but thoſe holy Antients we read 
of irithe.primicive time of Chriſtianity, 
who terrified through an error taught by 
ſome, (viz. that there was no remiflion 


for fins commicced after it) deferred 


baptiſm til] coward their death, were Ju- 
ſtited before baptiſm; and they that ſa 
delayedastodye without it were yet (a- 
ved by vertue of the Goſpel-promiſe 
which it ſeales, If ic feale this, He that 
believethin the Goſpel-ſence, that is, be= 
lieveth and obeyech che Goſpel, ſhall be 
ſaved ; then it evidently follows that the 
receiving theſeale is no part of the con» 
diction, nor neceſſary with this kind of 
neceſſity as the condition. Though IT 
could ſhew you how it may indire&aly, 
and quaſi poſtliminzs jure, come to be ne- 
cefſary co che cendition ; and allo how 
ic is dire&'y neceſlary upon other ac-

And the Qoj:&ion here erifing Is IN- 
conſiderable, viz, that one that ſhould 
refuſe ro be baptized (having never been 
baptized before) and to receive the 
Lords Supper,cannot have the condition:

however, let it be granted that chis can- 
nor be (as it 1s indeed cercain it cannot 
den ordinary caſes, for ic would be or- 
dHtnarily a willful knowing refuſal co 
fuvmit co Chriſts rule and dominion, 
which indeed 1s perfeftly inconfiltenc 
with performing the Goſpel-condition )

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yet this doth not oppoſe this bypotbeſis, 
for it ſpeaketh only on ſuppoſition, if a 
man were a truly believing and fincerely 
obedient one, who thould thus refuſe to 
comply with theſe beneficial commands, 
he would be juftified and ſaved. And 
by the way you may obſerve, that which 
may be very helpfull co yon for the un- 
derftanding theſe and many other 
things, viz. this, the difference berween

ved, though ic ſhould be granted he can- 
nor believe withour obeying. 

The Apoſtle here hath proved that 
circumciſion is ſo far from being merito-

and the almoſt-incredible chings of the

have been (nners, and we will perfe&aly 
obey in every thing without che leaſt 
Temiſneſs in chought, word, or deed.
